A HOSPITAL physician 
laid Kroman had an epilep- 
tic seizure. He was commit- 
ted to a federal hospital at 
Springfield. Mo., for 45 days. 

In the only court action in 
the case today. Guy P. John- 
ion, a defense attorney for 
Shaw, appeared before Judge 
Haggerty to withdraw from 
the case. No explanaton was 
given. F. Irvin Dymond has 
been acting as Shaw's chief 
attorney. 

In another aspect of the 
case, Garrison asked the U.S. 
attorney’s office here to is- 
sue an unlawful flight order 
against Gordon Novel, 29. a 
former French Quarter night- 
club owner. 

IF U.S. Attorney uwIs'La- 
cour honors Garrison’s re- 
quest, U.e FBI would be 
brought intb the search for 
Novel, who left the city last 
week before he was to have 
appeared before the Orleans 
Parish Grand Jury. 

There was no immediate ( 
reaction from Lacour’s office 
about the Novel request and 1 
an FBI spokesman declined 
to comment about Novel. 

Novel, in an interview with 
the *States-Itcm yesterday, 
said that he had token a lie 
detector test in the presence 
’ of attorneys and he challenged 
Garrison to take a similar
